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Builder pulls 
plan for big 
development 


Delay comes after protests over 
thousands of homes set for preserve

A controversial plan to build thousands of homes in a 
protected farming region west of Delray Beach and 
Boynton Beach has been postponed amid a flurry of 
opposition from environmental and neighborhood 
groups. 

The proposal was scheduled for its first hearing today, 
but developer GL Homes withdrew the plan so it could 
rally more support, according to a letter sent Thursday to 
Palm Beach County officials. 

“We believe more time is needed so that we can 
continue to work with staff and others in outlining the 
merits and community benefits this proposal provides,” 
GL Homes vice president Kevin Ratterree wrote. 

Company officials did not provide a time frame for 
when they will resubmit. They also declined to com- 
ment about the letter. 

Under the proposal, GL Homes would build 2,420 
homes in the Agricultural Reserve, a 22,000-acre farm- 
ing region. 

In exchange, the developer would agree to build fewer 
homes on farmland in Loxahatchee. That development, 
called Indian Trails Grove, would be reduced from 3,897

Officials cite Trump policy on undocumented residents

After declining for years, 
arrests of undocumented 
immigrants have nearly 
doubled in a region overseen 
by federal immigration offi- 
cials in South Florida. 

U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement’s Mi- 
ami office reported taking 
6,192 people into custody 
this year across Florida, 
Puerto Rico and the U.S. Vir- 
gin Islands. That’s up from 
3,524 last year, according to 
agency figures released 
Tuesday. 


Deportations also swelled 
by 20 percent. According to 
the data, the Miami office 
reported 7100 removals this 
year compared with 5,600 
last year. 

The Miami office’s Acting 
Field Director Michael 
Meade pointed to a Jan. 25 
order from President Don- 
ald Trump as the driving 
force behind the uptick. 

The order rolled back the 
Obama administration’s di- 
rectives that said ICE 
should prioritize appre- 
hending undocumented im- 
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Arrests and deportations in Florida 
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* Removals include undocumented immigrants who have been deported 
after an arrest or after being turned over to ICE from another agency.
